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INTRODUQTION 

. Thrs profili of thi population of Thailand contains tables ot 
selected demographic Information^ including size of popula- 
tion/ and^ tstimat^ of fertility and mDrtality. Specifically/ 
annual estimates of total population are shown beginning 
in 1950. An adjusted distribution of the population by age 
and sex js-given for the latest census year, as well as for 1976, 
Projections 6f the number of wpmen of ehildbearing age 
are shown for bach year to 198&, 

Fertility measures shown in the profile include crude 
birth rites, age-spdcific fertility ^ rates, and gross and net 
reproduction rates. Mortality is shown in terms of. crude 
death rates, life expectancy at birth, infant mortality rates, 
and selected life table values by age and sex. 

Also presentedspU summary information on family plan- 
ning, urban population, marital status, and somej 
which past migration can be inferred, Othep^elated items 
are Included that are not strictly demographic, such as 
number and size of households; ^ucatio^l attainment; 
^hool enrollment; labor^ force by industry, occupation, 
and status; anrf some othgr /selected indicators.

SOURCES AND QUALITY OF DATA 

Data for this profile were obtained primarily from the 
April 25, I960,, and Apr-il 1, 1970, population censuses, 
the 1964 to 1967 and 1974 to 1975 Surveys of Population 
Change, the Thai Longitudinal Study of Social, Economic 
-and Demogriphlc Change, and the Survey of Fertility in 
Thailand. The quality of the. age sex distributions from the 
1960 and 1970 censuses would be described as reasonably 
reliable based on the United Nations Age-Sex Accuracy 
Index (scores of 19 and 18 for 1960 and 1970, respectively). 
The index does not take into consideration expected declines 
f in the sex rjtios with increasing age, normal fluctuations 

' in the number of births and deaths, nor real fluctuations 
due to* mixtion, war, and epidemic. The U.N, Age-Sex 
Accufacy Index is primarily a measure of net age misre- 
porting and. for the most part>does not measure net cover= 
age error. However, based on an/tevaluation of the 1960 and 
1970 censuses (see table 2 for adkjsted 1970 census popula 
tion), the following net (percertt) underenumeration was 
found for the total population a\id the population under 
age 10, by sex, in 1960 and 1970:

but the system is considered to be incomplete. Finding 
from the 1964 to 1965 and 1974 to 1975 Surveys of Popu- 
lation Change^ (SPC's), both of which utilised a dual record 
system methodology* indicate ^hat the completeness of 
birth feglstration declined from approximately 85 percent 
in the 1964 to 1965 period (Arnold and Retherford,- 1977, 
p. 10) to approximately 70 percent for the 1974 to 1975 
period (Thailand NSO, 1976d;' table 15). Similar declines 
in the completeness of death registration were also ob- 
served, from 63 percent in the 1964 to 1965 period (Arnold 
and Retherford, 1977, p, 18) to 59 percent in the 1974 to 
1975 period (Thailand NSO, 1976d, table 15). It should be 
noted that the area of BangkdkThonburi was excluded from 
the earlier sun^y,; thus, the reported levels may not reflect 
actual levels o^^^mpleteness for the whole kingdom. Based 
on the adjusted 1960 and 1970 census age-sex distributions 
mov^d to midyear, estimated age-specific fertility rates 
(see table 7), and age'sex specific mortality rates (for 1970, 
see table 5), birth and death registration in I960 was esti- 
mated at the U.S. Bureau of the Census to be 77 and 65 
percent complete, resp^tively. In 1970 the completeness 
of bitth and death registration was estimated to be &0 and 
58 percent complete, respectively. 

Since vital statistics for Thailand are inadequate, the 
sources used for estimating fertility and mortality included 
the 1960 and 1970 censusiS, the 1964 to 1965 and 1974 to 
1975 SPC's, the 1969 to 1972 Thai Longitudinal Study of 
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Spclai, fconpmic and Demographic Oiinge, and reajlts for 
the period 1965 to 1969 from the 197S Survey of Firtility 
in Thailand (World FertiMty Survey), The results from the 
1975 Survey of Fertility in Thailand for the period 1970 
to^. 1974 were taken into eonsideratipn in letting the lower 
bound for the 1976 projected estimate of fertility. For a 
more detailed discussion of these sources and the quality of 
data ^btained, see tables 4 and 1 , and appendix tables A 2, 
A 3, and A S, 

Data on wonomic activity and the labor force by in^ 
dustry, occupation, and status are based on results from the 
first (January to March) and second (July to September) 
rounds of the 1975 Labor Force ^rvey. Since this survey 
indicated considerable shifts in the structure of the labor 



force between 1970 and 1975, data on the labor force from 
the 1970 census are presented In appendix tables A-7 to 
A-10, 

The user s^uld recognize that in many initances, ah 
though the estimates are the best thaf^an be prepared on 
the basis of (^vailible jn|ormation, they are only tentative 
and new observations may well lead to different conclusfons. 
The user is urged to consider ali data in the context of the 
source notes which describe how the figures were derived.

1,000 persons (based on midyear population). Also called 
crude death rate, 

Evtr^married women. All women who are now, or who ^ 
have been, married. The category includes the currently 
married, and the widowed, divorced, or separated. 

Gross reproduction rate. The average number of daughters 
born per woman in a group of women passing through the 
childbearing years and experiencing a given set of age= 
specific fertility rates. This rate implicitly assumes that all 
the women live to the end of the childbearing years, (See 
also net reproduction rate.) 

Growth rate. The annual incrnase lor decrcjse) to tho 
population resulting from a surplus or deficit of births 
over deatiis and a surplus or deficit of migrants into or out

infant mortatitv^ rite. The number of deaths of children 
under 1 year of age per 1,00& live births in a calendar year. 

Life ixpsMney at birth. The average number of years 
to be lived by persons born in a certain year if mortality 
rates for each age group remain constant in the ftjture. 

Median age of ^ildbearing. The midpoint age that 
separates the younger half of all women giving birth In a ^ 
given year from the older half. 

Net reproductlQn rate. A refinement of the gross repro^ 
duction rate that allows ^or mortality of women from birth 
to the end of their reproductive years. 

New a^^pton. Persons accepting methods of contracep- 
tion from family plaiming systems may include clients 
changing from one service organizatlc^ to another; clients 
changing to a different contraceptive method; clients re- 
suming acceptance of contraceptive services after a lapse of 
1 year; is well as clients accepting contraceptive services 
for the first time, , 

^ate of r^turat insr^se. The annual increase (or de- 
crease) to the population resAjlting from a surplus or deficit 
of births over deaths, expresapd as a percentage of the mid- 
year population. The natura increase of the population 
does not include the migratiofj of persons into or out of the 
country.^ ' ^\ 

Sex ratio at birth. The number of male births for each 
female birth. 

Total fertility rate (TFR). The averagS number of 
children that would be born per woman if all women lived 
to the end of their childbearing years and bore children 
according to a given set of age-specific fertility rates. It is 
five times the sum of the agi-specific fertility rates, divided 
by 1,000. 

United Nations Age-Sex Accuracy Index. An index de- 
veloped hi^ the United Nations to measure irregularities in 
age distributions in 5 year age groups. Index values of less 
than 20 usually describe ^'reasonably reliable" age distri- 
butions, values between 20 and 40 ''fairly, unreliable" age 
distributions, and values over 40 "quite unreiiable" age 
distributions. The United Nations states that although 
high test Scores m*ay reflect actual irregularities in the age 
data caused by past demographic fluctuations or inter- 
national migrations, usually, to a larger extent, they reflect 
errors in the age data.

Estimates betweeTy^l950 and 1959 are based on the adjusted i960 census moved to midyear^ 
adjusted registered births and deaths^ and estimated net ifmnigratlon* ^ree-year Mving aver- 
ages of registered birtehs and deaths were adjusted by linearly interpolating between estimated 
correctton factors for 1947 and I960, The 1947 correction factors are from an analysis by 
BourgeoiS'Pichat (1959, table IX) using the 1937 and 1947 censuses^ and registered births and 
deaths. The 1960 correction factors ware based on the ratio of bi^4is and deaths inplied by 
estimated age-specific fertility rates (see table 7) and life table central death rates^ applied 
to the i960 adjusted midyear age-sex distribution, to a three year average (1959 to 1961 ) of 
registered births and deaths. Estimates of migration were based on the. total net imnigration 
during the 1947 to 1960 intercensal period (Thailand Division of Vital Statistics, 1970, p^ B), 
and the assumption that the average Intercensal net iiranigratlon^ applied to the midpoint of the 
period^ declined to an insignificant level by 1960. 

Estimates between 1960 and 1970 are based on the adjusted I960 and 1970 censuses moved to 
midyear^ estimated age-specific fertility rates (see table 7)* and male and female life tabtes 
(see tables 4 and 5) for the intercensal period. Net InternatlorTal migration was assumed to be 
nil after 1960, 

Other researchers have found levels of underenumeration for the 1960 and 1970 censuses v^.ich 
are lower than those reported in the present analysis. An official adjusted 1960 midyear 
population estimate ( Chulalongkorn University and Thailand National Statistical Office, 1973^ 
table 9) moved to the census date implies net underenumeration of 0,8 pGreent, The United ^ 
Nations (1966^ table 8) and -Das Gupta, et al, (1965, table 20)^ conducting independent analy- 
ses, estipiated a total net undorcnumeration of appraximatcly 2,7 pcrcerit in the i960 consus. 
In 1970^ the National Stati|^ical off ice conducted a Post Enumeration Survey in approximately 
6.0 percent and 1.6 percent ^of municipal and nonmunicipal enumeration districts^ respectively. 
The results indicated a totril net underenumeration of 1,7 percent (Arnold and Phananlramai, 
1975,, table 13), An independent analysis of the 1970 census conducted by Arnold and Phananira^ 
mai (1975, p. 3) reports a 4.7 percent total net undGrenumeration , Boonpratuang and Robinson 
(as repj^Ccd tn Arnold ond Phananiramai, 1975, table 13), report a 4,5 percent total net under=

eniOTeration based on an analysis of a 1 percent saraple of 1970 census returns. Pulton (1975^ 
tables 16 and 22) reports a net underenumeratlon of percent for the 1970 report^ed census 
population under 80 years of age based on adjusted i960 census data^ survival ratios f^om model 
data^ and age^specific fertility rates from the 1964 to 1967 Survey of Population Change fSPC)* 
The suifititut^on of survival ratios from the SPC resulted in a 5.9 percent net underenumeration 
for the reported population under 70 years of age. Combining the adjusted and unadjusted por- 
tions of the population implies estimates o€ total, net underenumeration for the 1970 census of 
5,0 percent based on the first ^procedure and 5^5 percent baaed on the second procedure. 

The 1971 to 1976 popuiatlon figures were projected by the component method. The base of the 
projections was the 1970 adjusted census population, by age and sex. Assumptions were as

FertiUtyr The total fertility rate of 5,87 in 1970 (see table 7) decreased to 4,92 in 1976, 
a reduction of 16 percent. This assinnes an acceleration of the estimated decline in the total ^ 
fertility rates between jfhe 1964 to 1965 period and 1970. .See table 7 and appendlK table A=2 
for age-specific fe^'tility rates sinae^l960i 

Mortality: Life eKpectancies at birth, increased from 56 years in 1970 to 57 years in 1976 ^ 
for males and from 60 years In 1970 to 61 years in 1976 for females based on past trends in 
mortality (see table^ 4 and appendix table A- 5 for life expectancies at ^B^^rth tsince 1960), ^ 

Migration: Net international migration was assigned to be nif during the projection period.

The lower-boimd projection assumes that the 1970 esti-ftated TFR will decline by 20 percent to 
a level of 4,70 in 1976* This change takes into consideration results from the Survey of 
Fertility in Thailand (see appendix table A-3)j and of ficial ,^^^tlonal projection series 
(Thailand NSOj 1976a), For molality and migration assun^itionSj see table 1, A crude birth 
rate of 35 and a crude death rate of 10 for 1976 are consistent witlf the projection series in 
table 1.

A co^arison of the rates estimated by Das ajpta^ et al.^ (see above) and rates eitlmated by the Brass tech* 
nique (see table 7)^ indicated a close agreenient as to the level and pattern of fertility in i960. A co^arison 
of the level and pattern of fertility estfinated by the own-children method with those estimated by Das Gupta^ at 
al.j the Brass technique^ the 1964 to 1965^ Survey of Population Change (see table 7)^ the 1965 to 1969 estimates 
from the Survey of Fortillty In Thailand (see above )j and the 1968 to 1969 rounds of the flial liongltudinal Study 
(see above) showed a high degree of consistency between the i960 to 1964 and 1965 to 1969 periqd rates from the 
own^children method and those from the various nther sources. 

The March to June 1975 Survey of Fertlll v in ailand (World Fertility Survey) was conducted jointly by the 
Institute of Population Studies^ Qiulalongkom Uv' , ersity md the National Statistical Offica* The preliminary 
results shown above ^rom the Survey of Ferti in Thailand (SOFT) for the period 1965 to 1969 ware consistent 
with the fertility estimates from the 1964 to 1^65 Survey of Population Change (SPC) and the 1968 to 1969 rotmds 
of the Thai Longitudinal Study (TLS), However^ the SOFT estimates of fertility for the period 1970 to 1974 were 
inconsistent with estlsates from the 1971 to 1972 rounds of the TI^ and the 1974 to 1975 SPG (see above). Because 
of these Inconsistencies and the unavailability of detailed tabulations from the SOFT at the time this profile was 
prepared^ , the results from the SOFT for the period 1970 to 1974 w^re not accepted as benchmark estimates j although 
they were taken into consideration in setting the lower bound for the 1976 projected estifiiate of fertility (see 
table 3 and appendlK table A«2 ) * 

The XLS, conducted during the periods April 1969 to May 1970 and April 1972 to May 1973 by the Institute of 
Population Studies^ Qiulalongkom University ^ reported age^specific marital fertility rates for the rural^ provln^ 
clal. tjirban, and Bangkok-Thonburi sectors of the population for the periods 1968 to 1969' and 1971 to 1972 (see 
appendix table A^4 for national level rates). Although approximately 40 percent of the women Interviewed in the 
first rounds of the TLS were lost to follow-up in the second rounds (being replaced by "new respondents")^ and 
differences were found between the characteristics of the reintervlewed women and those lost to follow-up (second 
rounds)^ the results from the weighting procedure used to derive age-specific fertility rates for, 1970 (see table 
7) were consistent with the trend in fertility eKhibited by the two SPC's and were accepted. The general pattern 
of^fertility from the TLS^ with minor adjustments, was also accepted for 1970 (see table 7)* 
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During the period Novsnber 1964 to'^June 1967 the National Statistical Office of Th 
the Ministries of Interior and Public Health, conducted a multi^round Survey of Popul 
the quality of vital registration, ' A second SPC was begun in July 1974 and data are 
first four rounds to June 1975, Both of the SPC's utilised a dual record systsi proc 
of births by age of mother.
